( Protest Is a Must But the 
Question Is How? 

doubt Iran's lerolutioxiozy nation is senmtive toward 
certain issues^ particularly the defense of the values 
of the Islamic Revolution. 

It is but tioturol that the Izanian notion should be sensitive 
toward defending Islamic values, as they have achieved the 
present order after maidng unprecedented sacrifices. 

Seventeen years after the culmination of the Islcnnic 
Revolution, all moves including even protests against the 
enemies are expected to be purely in the Islamic style 
and abiding by internationally accepted diplomatic 
norms. 

The November 15 move by the prosecutors at a Berlin 
court triggered a countrywide protest and the people 
went in front of the German Embassy, pelting eggs and 
tomatoes and tearing the picture of Chancellor Helmut 
Kohl. 

A protest was needed. There is no doubt. But the 
question is how should the protest be made? 

We should note that we hove diplomatic relations with 
the Federal Republic of Germany. We hove an embassy , 
in Bonn, and Germany has its embassy in Tehran, and 
both diplomatic missions are the best and most siutoble 
means of communication between the governments of ^ 
the two countries. The diplomatic miss ions could be the 
best channel to beam the feelings of one nation to 
another. 

What hos been done in Berlin was a plot orchestrated 
by the Zionists and Americans, as was hinted by the 
Leader. Ayatollah Seyed Ali Khamenei told the notion 
that Israel and the United States were Iran's 
archenemies. 

The Leader of the Islamic Republic Wednesday said, 
“Oui main enemy is made up of these two filthy and evil 
elements: The great Satan (U.S.) and the Zionists.” 

The Leader did not name Germany, but he clearly 
meant that hands were at work to undermine Tehron-Bon 
relations, and it was the wisest step and an able 
guidance he had shown to the ang ry nation by pointing 
out the real enemies.

Jpor the proper functioning of the monetary and credit 
system, the CBIRI, under rules to be approved by the 
Cabinet, is empowered on the strength of Article 19, to 
intervene in, and supervise, the monetary and banking 
activities through the following means: 

(A) Fixing a minimum and/or maximum ratio of profit for 
banks in their joint venture and mozarebeh activities; these 
ratios may vary for different fields of activity. 

(B) Designated of various fields fbr investment and 
partnership within the framework oflhe approved economic 
policies, and the fixing of a minimum prospective rate of 
profit for the various investment and partnership projects; 
the minimum prospective rate of profit may vary with 
respect to different branches of activity. 

(C) Fixing a minimum and maximum margin of profit for 
banks in installment and hire-purchase transactions, as a 
proportion to the cost price of the goods transacted. 

(D) Determination of types and the minimum/maximum 
amounts of commissions for banking services (prided that 
they do not exceed the expense of service rendered) and 
the fees charged for putting to use the deposits received 
by the banks. 

(E) Determination of the types, amounts, minimum and 
maximum bonuses subject of Article 6, and the 
establishment of guidelines for advertisement by banks in 
the cases referred to. 

(F) Determination of the minimum and maximum ratio in 
joint venture, mozarebeh. investment, hire-purchase, 
installment transactions, buying or selling on credit forward 
deals, mozara’ah, musaqat, jo'alah and interest-free loans 
for bank, or any of them; with respect to various fields of 
activity: also fixing the m^rririuni faerWy that can by granted 
to each client. 

Chapter V: Miscellaneous 
Article 21 

In its dealing with other banks, the CBIRI is not authorized 
to engage in banking operations which involve usury; nor 
are the banks among themselves. 

Article 22 

Upon authorization by the CBIRI, banks may engage in 
authorized banking operations with state-owned 
institutions, government-affiliated organizations and public 
corporations. 

Article 23 

The funds received as commissions charges and 
attorneyship fees shall constitute the bank’s income and 
connot be divided among the depositors. 

Article 24 

Exemption from commercial benefit tax, and/or tax 
exemptions granted law to factories and productive 
enterprises shall also apply to banks when replacing them 
in matters .of imports or ownership. 

Article 25 

Consequent to the ratification of this act, all contravening 
laws and regulations shall be superseded, and all the 
powers and duties stipulated in the Monetary and Banldng 
Act the Bill for the Administration of the Banks and the 
amendments thereto, which have been delegated to other 
authorized entities under the present act, shall be divested 
from the previous authorities. 

Article 27 

With the recommendations by the CBIRI, the Ministry of 
Economic Affairs and Finance shall draw up the rules of 
procedure of this act and put them into effect upon their 
approval by the Cabinet. The drafting and approval of the 
rules of procedure shall not exceed a four-month period. 

This act, in 27 artides and four notes, was approved by 
Majlis in its sifting of Tuesday, August 30,1983 and ratified 

by the Guardians Coundl on September 1 1983

Arab Israelis Rally

JERUSALEM - Several hundred 
municipal employees from Arab 
Israeli areas, complaining they 
bad not been paid in months, pro- 
tested yesterday in Jerusalem over 
government discrimination 
against non-Jewish towns. 

The demonstrators gathered 
outside the offices of Prime Min- 
ister Benjamin Neianvahu during 
his weekly Cabinet meeting, 
shouting "Yes to equality, no to 
discriminaijoii and racism. " 

Several scuffles broke out be- 
tween protesters and police and 
one demonstrator was taken to 
hospital with minor injuries, po- 
hce said. 

A spokesman for the Arab mu- 
nicipal governments. Hussein 
Suleiman, accused the right-wing 
Netanyahu government of refus- 
ing to transfer funds to the towns 
promised by the previous Labor 
administration of Shimon Peres. 

The funds were destined to 
help pay some $130 million in 
debt accumulated by the local gov- 
ernments and which have forced 
some Arab towns to stop paying 
their employees. 

"hnriy-eighi years after the 
creation of the state of Israel, it’s 
lime the Arabs were no longer 
coiisidered enemies, foreigners, 
hut were treated as full-fledged 
citizens with the same rights as 
Jews." said Taleb a-Sanaa. a 
member of parliament ftrom the 
United Arab List Party. 

Netanyahu met with a delega- 
tion of Arab mayors to discuss 
their grievances.

The Intemational Monetary 
Fund last month delayed payment 
of the next tranche of its $10 bil- 
lion loan to Russia over concern 
about low levels of lax revenue. 

An IMF mission is currently 
working in Moscow lo assess 
whetiier lo issue the tranche. 
Yasin said la.x retenues in No- 
vember were better than ia Octo- 
ber but were still too low. 

Poor lax collection is among 
the toughest problems facing Rus- 
sia's econom.v. which by many in- 
dicators is stabilizing after years 
of decline since the Soviet Union 
collapsed. 

Yasin said the Cabinet had on 
Thursday given its blessing to a 
blncprim for economic develop- 
ment ivhich foresees output 
growth of fi\-e perceru a year by 
2(H)(l. 

"it is an excepuonalJy difficult 
task, but w e cannot do it any other 
way." Yasin told a news confer- 
erKe. 

Russia's econonw. as meas- 
ured by gross domestic product 
slirank b>- six percent in the first 
nine months of this year and 
Yasin has pre^'iou5ly forecast a 
five percent GDP faQ in 1996.

. Lowering your food and ca- 
loric intake only makes the prob- 
lem worse. You can overcome 
your body's reluctance to give up 
its fat reserves by starting a sim- 
ple exercise program that begins 
with a brisk walk for as little as 10 
minutes twice a week, and build- 


ing up gradually over time to an. 
average of 30 minmgs three to 
five times a week. Nothing com- 
plicated about that, h just involves 
adding the necessary activi^ to 
your s>'siem to keq> those calories 
bumins. 

Another stiafegy suggested by 
recent research, widdi shows thd 
weight loss becomes quite di£5- 
cult for some people after three 
months of dieting, is to take all 
the weight loss you can achiev'e in 
three months, per h aps 10 to 15 
pounds, and then return to a diet 
that meiefy mamtafng the loss. 
This allows the bocb^’s metabo- 
lism to leseL 

After six months, start your le- 
stdcted-caloiie diet again with the 
increased chances that yon can 
lose another 10 to 25 pouxds over 
the next six months. A weight loss

funding problems to welcome the 
iniiiciiniuni with a vast e.\hibilion 
centered on the world's biggest 
dome. 

Serious doubts persist about 
monc>'. planning permission has 
still not been granted and critics 
sa> the grandiose project is noth- 
ing more than an overblown tenL 

But the Millennium Commis- 
sion is convinced Greenwich can 
dcib'cr the dream on time and be 
in the \angunrd of world projects 
marking the dawn of the ne.xt 
thousand years. 

Britain plans to construct a gi- 
ant dome to house e.\hibitions on 
the titeme of time in Greenwicli 
home of the Meridian Line that 
measures longitude around the 
globe. Clocks across the world are 
SCI from Greenwich mean time. 

The dome, designed to with- 
stand the vagaries of a British 
w inter, would be twice the size of 
the Georgia Dome in Atianta. Its 
so.ono square meters C861,I00 
square feet) could comfortably 
house London's Trafalgar Square 
uitli its tow’cring Nelson's Col- 
umn. 

The exliibition is due to be 
built on a derelict gasworks be- 
side the river Tliames. southeast 
of London. It will open on De- 
cember 31.1 999. and last a year.

dou Center in Paris or the Sydney 
Opera House.” says Architect 
Mike Da^'jcs. 

The dome, its glass sides and 
while fabric roof supported by 12 
giant masts, will sltine like a fu- 
turistic spaceship on tlie ri\'er 
bank. It is e.x'pcctcd to attract up to 
12 million x isitors by boat, train 
arxi least welcome of all locally, 
car. 

Tltc projecL designed by aichi- 
iccts from the Richard Rogers 
Partnership, will receive 200 mil- 
lion pounds ($333 rmllion) from 
National Lottery' Funds. The gas- 
works' cleanup operation has al- 
ready begun and will eventoally 
include a park, gardens, a plaza 
and perfonnance area. 

lire other 130 milli on pounds 
has to come from private finance. 
Tliat target has not yet been 
reached despite heavy arm-twist- 
ing by the govetnmenL Many ex- 
perts believe the exhibition will 
end op costing far more than 
budgeted. 

Planning pemiission has been 
sought fiom Greenwich Council 
which is due to decide in Jamiaiy. 
Doubters say that even if it is 
granted the builders will be 
pushed to complete the project on 
time. 

A big consultation exercise has 
been launched to sell the project 
in Greenwich, home of the mag- 
nificent Royal Naval College, the 
Royal Observatory and the Cutty 
Sark Tea CUppec 

Explanatory leaflets have been 



posted through every local letter 
box and a ^ossy exhftition is be- 
ing staged in the town.

Art critic Brian Sewell has 
been much more vociferous in ins 
attacks on the project "It has no 
pmpose and is a wicked waste of 
mon^." he wrote in London's 
Evening Standard newspaper: 

"It is the government's inten- 
tion to celebrate the milleiuiiiun 
with the silliest nonsense of all — 
a letu. The biggest tent the worid 
has e\-er seen it may be, circular 
and domed, but a mere tent never- 
tlieless." 

•The overall theme will be time 
with the dome intended to repre- 
sent a giant clock face and the ex- 
hibitioi£. which are still bmng 
formulated, will cover even'thing 
from ”discovei>' time” to “fun 
time". N^th the countdown to the 
big day in 2.000 now starting 
around the globe, the project's 
guiding lighL Bam’ Hartop, is 
convinced Greenwich will "make 
a significant statement to the 
world". 

"There is still a long way to 
go," he said. "But ^tentiatly we 
could have the biggest and best 
event in the world, one which will 
create employment, improve a 
rundown area of our capital city 
and encourage new economic tn- 
vestmenL"

ceive $40tMHMi. said Ray Heslin 
of the New York law firm Gold,- 
Fnrrell and Marks. O'Leary is also 
due to make a public apology to 
the families on beliaif of the gov- 
ernment at a future date, he said. 

The settlement covers 12 out 
of IK victims wliom the Clinton 
administration last year promised 
to compensate for harm done by 
the gox'cmincnt in its Cold War- 
cr.i radiation tests. Elliott said. 

All but one of the victims were

SYDNEY (AFP) - Children in 
Australia are bombarded with 
more commercial television ad- 
vertising chan aii 3 rwhere else on 
Eardi. according to an interna- 
tional survey released here earlier. 

The study, by the British con- 
sumer group Consumers Interna- 
tional, also found most of the 
advertisements were for junk.food 
linked to unhealdiy eating pat- 
terns, obesity and increased cho- 
lesterol levels. It was released by 
the Australian Consumers' Asso- 
ciacion (ACA) which called for 
tougher controls on ccmimercial 
television, blaming junk food 
commercials for high rates of obe- 
sity and cholesterol levels in Aus- 
tralian children. "Surveys sAow 
that people are worried about the 
number of ads targeted at i^l- 
dren," ACA .Spokesman Matt 
O'Neill said, adding that if Aus- 
tralia wanted healthier children it 
needed a reduction in Junk food 
advertising time. 

"It's DO wonder that 30 percent 
of .Australian school cliildren aged 
1 0 to 1 5 years are overwei^t or 
obese, 50 percent have, high cho- 
lesterol levels, and 25 percent of 
i 2-yeaT'Old boys show high blood 
pres.sure le\’els," he said. With lit- 
tle or DO effective controls on tiie 
frequency of commercial breaks 
on television, Aussie children 
must endure an average 34 adver- 
tisements an hour compared to hal f 
that in Britain, the study showed. 

Even in the United States, chil- 
dren Iiad to waLh only 24 an liour 
while in France it is 16. five an 


hour in the Netherlands, tour in 
Austria and none iu Norway, 
where advertising to children is 
banned. 

Yet audience surveys routinely 
show up to 85 percent of Austra- 
lia’s viewing public prefer com- 
mercial television to the 
nun-commercial Australian 
broadcasting corporation which 
aims for a more discerning audi- 
ence. 

An Australian bn)adca.sting 
autliority spokeswoman" said tlie 
aurliority wanted to meet the ACA 
to di.scu.s.s cliiidren's advertising 
standards, but clabued research 
showed the level of food advertis- 
ing directed at children was not a 
major communily concern. 

O’Neill said a survey con- 
ducted two years ago indicated 
that 59 percent of parents were 
concerned about junk food adver- 
tising aimed at children, and 79 
percent wanted tougher controls. 

"We are happy to show the 
ACA our figures, and I want to see 
how diey justify their finding that 

tiiere is no community concern 
over the matter," O'Neill said. 

"When we ran a campaign on 
the issue in 1990, the Prime Min- 
ister got 30,000 letters of com- 
plaint about die style and content 
of childreus' advertising. 

The association urged the gov- 
ernment to adopt a specific code to 
cover children’s advertising anH 
called for tighter advertising time 
limits on children's viewing peri- 
ods. 




Japanese 
Urged to 
Change 
Lifestyle as 
Security 
Erodes 


TOKY’O (AJT>) - A govcTBraem-C 
agenc}' Tuesdav’ urged the Japa- 
nese to adapt their lifestyles to 
face an "otecure sense of insecu- 
rit> " emerging in the countiy. 

"Conditions tiiat have sup- 
poned sccurit}' and safety in our 
Ii\es are beginning to change," 
die Economic Planning Agency 
said in an annual white paper on 
lifesfr'le and Ih cUhoodL It said an 
"obscure sense of insecuriti’” was 
emerging due to the end of the 
Japanese tradition of lifetime em- 
ployment ilic ageing of society 'C- 
and a declining birth rate. 

A nationwide outbreak of food 
poisoning caused by the deadly 
bacillus Q-157 this year had 
added to the sense of insecurity 
provoked last year by a killer 
earthquake in Kobe and a nerve- 
gas attack on the Td^o subway, it 
sold. 

"For one's job security, one 
must not depend on his or her em- 
ployer. and must learn to develop -,. . 
specific skills tliat canbe useful in ' 
other companies,” the report said. 

To cope with the ageing of so- 
ciety. the report called on file gov- 
ernment to integrate the country's 
social security programs, wl^h 
are now divided into the three sec- 
tors of pension, medicine and 
welfare. 

The 0-157 epidemic was the 
worst food-poisoning case in Ja- 
pan since World War U, claiming 
II lives nationwide and leaving 
some 10.000 people sick. In a 
counlrs' said to be one of the 
world's safest people were in- 
creasingly becoming invohed in 
crimes related to drugs and guns. 

"CKerall we are 
requir^ to face the facts. lationol- 
m outdated systems and dtannel 
the countiy 's resources to ensure 
security and safety* in our lives," it 
said.

Manama (AFP) - a oeasuFe 
trove of 364 pearls dating back to 
the. 14th or 15th century has been 
found by French archaeologists 
excavating in the Persia Gulf state

The white and yellow pearls 
were found at Qalat al-Bahrain, 
around five kilometers (three 
miles) north of the capital 
Manama and near the waters of the 
Persian Gulf, said museum Direc- 
tor Navla al-Khalifa. 

Al-Khalifa, who was quoted by 
the official Gulf News Agency, 
gave no estimate for the value of 
the pearls, which will be cleaned 
before being displayed in the mu- 
seum. 

The French team was led by 
Pierre Lombard from the National 
Center for Scientific Research. 

At the same site, the team io 
April last year found around 20 
baked-clay- tablets which bore cu- 
neiform characters in Akkadian, 
the most widely used language in 
the Middle East in the second mil- 
lennium before Christ.

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Andre Malraux Reburied in 
French Pantheon 
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PARIS (Reuter) - The ashes of 
Andre Malrau.\, one of the most 
important French cultural figures 
of the 20th century, will be re- 
buried on Saturday in the Paris 
Pantheon, last testing place of 
France ‘s illustrious dead. 

Mnliaux. a writer, adventurer, 
orator and revolutionary who be- 
came General Ch^es De 
Gaulle's Iong-scr\nng culture 
minister, will lie ne.xt to such liter- 
ary icons as Vbltaire. Rousseau 
and Hugo. 

The ceremony is taking place 
exactly 20 years after his death on 
No\'embcr 23. 1 976 and was bur- 
ied near Paris. 

President Jacques Chirac and 
Maurice Schumann. De Gaulle's 
uartime spokesman, will deliver 
eulogies in the same place where 
M;drau.\ made his most famous 
speech in 1964 when the remains 
of wnnime resistance hero Jean 
Moulin, tortured to death by the 
Nazis, were reburied in the Pan- 
iticoa 

Mnlniux traveled e.xtensively 
in the Far East, fought on tlie Re- 
publican side in the Spanish Civil 
War and narrowK escaped a Ger- 
man firing squad as a World War 
Two resistance fighter 

He drew on his own adven- 
tures for lus best-known works: 
"Ui Condition Humoine" (Man's 
Estate) about rcvolutionaiy ten- 
sion in China in the 1920s. and 
"L'Espoir" (Drns of Hope) after 
setting up a squadron of foreign 
> olunteer pilots for the Republi- 
cans in Spain's 1936-39 Civil 
War 

He sought unsuccessfully to 
repesK that feat decades later, 
when he tried to create an "Inter- 
national Brigade" to heip Bangla- 
desh win independence from 
Pakistan in the early 1970$. 

.As culture minister throughout 
Dc Gaulle's presidency from 1959 
to 1%9. Mairaux is remembered 
for launching an acclaimed clean- 
up of Paris landmarks, including 
Notre Dame Cathedral, and dot- 
ting France with maisons de la 
cviiture (cuituml centers). 

Tlic last national heroes to be 
reburied in the PanUieon were No- 
bel prize-winning physicist Marie 
Curie — the first woman to carri 
such an honor on licr own merits 
— and her scientist husband 
Pierre. The late President Francois 


Mitterrand presided over that 
ceremony shortly before leaving 
office. 

Thousands of posters portray- 
ing Maliaox and cany'ing excerpts 
of his woiks have been plastered 
in the Paris metio (underground) 
and in main thotougfafoies. 

A postage stamp has been is- 
sued showing a famous 1935 pho- 
tograph of a stem, 
inquisitive-looking Malraux with 
disheveled hair. The cigarette 
wedged in the comer of his mouth 
has been aixbnished out a victim 
of the new health consciousness. 

Television stations are broad- 
casting Malraux documentaries 
and new editions of his books 
l^’e filled the bookshops. 

But in contrast to the fierce 
controversy this year over com- 
memorations of the UOOth aimi- 
versaiy of the baptism of King 
Clovis, there has been no great 
dispute about honoring this latter- 
day national hero. 

Few contest Malraux's right to 
a place in the Pantheon, both as a 
man of action and as a man of 
letters. His most eminent succes- 
sor in the culture ministry, social- 
ist Jack Lang, has joined the 
chorus of admiieis with a gushing 
book. 

Yet Malraux's passionate ac- 
tivism could not be more at odds 
with the currem mood of collec- 
tive depression in France over 
high uDemployment and fears of 
economic uncertainty. 

His political views, which os- 
cillated fiom flirting with commu- 
nism in the 1920s and 1930s to 
Impassioned anti-communisra 
from the late 1940s, are no longer 
conirovetsiaL 

Left-wing commentators recall 
liis defense of the oppressed of 
Southeast Asia and his role on the 
Republican side in the Spanish 
Civil War. Conservatives hail bis 
unswerving support for De GauUe 
in peace and in war. 

Conservative writer Jean 
D'Ormessoo said: "None of the 
great battles of this century left 
him IndifferenL 

"He look part in the early 
straggles against colonialism, was 
a leading anti-fascist figure be- 
tween the two world wars and 
chose his camp in Spain before 
joining die national resistance 
against the (Gcnam) occupiers.

Pesident Boris Yeltsin, who left 
hospital yesterday a sanatorium* 
outside Moscow to continue his 
recovery ftom heart surgery, had 
made "a personal contribution to 
resolving the crisis," Yastrzhemb- 
sky added. 

Yasirzhembsky described Mos- 
cow’s mediation as proof that Rus- 
sia and Belarus should continue 
their inte^^ion process, already 
the tightest between Russia and 
any ex-Soviet state.

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CALCUTTA, INDIA (Reuter) - 
Mother Teresa known as the "saint 
of the gutters", began her mission 
in the teeming slums of Calcutta 
and inspired the world wtdi her 
devotion to the poor. ^ 

She won the Nobel Peace Prize 
in ] 979 for bringing hope and dig- 
nity to millions of unwanted peo- 
ple. "The poor must know that we 
love them," was her simple mes- 
.sage. 

Bowed and shrouded by a Sari, 
she has became a familiar s>*mbol 
of selfless commitment to the des- 
titute and a living saint to her mul- 
titude of followers. 

While the world heaped honors 
on her. the nun of Albanian descent 
maintained she was merely doing 
’^Ood’s work. 

"It gives me great joy and ful- 
fillniem to love and care for the 
poor and neglected," she said. "The 
poor do not need oursy mpathy and 
pity. They need our love and com- 
passion." 

The diminutive Roman Catho-* 
(ic missionary began a lonely task 
in 1949 in Calcutta. India's most 
densely populated city, w'hich has 
grown to touch the hearts of people 
ground the world. 

In 1 979, when (did she had won 
. the Nobel Peace Prize, she said 
characteristically; "I am unwor- 
thy.” 

'Hte world disagreed, shower- 
ing more than 80 national and in- 
ternational honors on her, 
including the Bharat Ratna, or 
jewel of India, the counoy''s high- 
est civilian award. 

Her health began to deteriorat 
in 19$9 when she was fitted with a 
pacemaker. .^ year later, the Vati- 
can announced she was stepping 
down as head of her missionaries 
of charity order. 

More than 1 00 delegates flew in 
from around the world to elect a 
successor. They could notag'ree. so 
asked her to stay. She agreed. 

In 199], Mother Teresa was 
tre.'ited at a California hospital for 
heart disease and bacterial pneu- 
monia. 

In 1993, she fell in Rome and 
broke three ribs. In August tiie 
same year, she de\'eloped malaria, 
/ complicated b\ her heart and lung 
problems. In April 1995, she frac- 
tured a collar bone. 

She spent three weeks in hospi- 


tal in late August and early Sep- 
tember 1996 for heart trouble, 
malaria and pneumonia. 

Two weeks later, she fell off a 
chair and hit her head. As always 
when she was ill, her nuns prayed 
long and hard. 

Her increasing frailty, arthritis 
and failing eyesight did not stop 
her international travels. 

Mother Teresa, who opened 
missions in 80 countries, said apart 
from poverty and hunger, the 
world'smajor problems were lone- 
liness and n^lecL 

"Loneliness is also a kind of 
hunger," she said. "Hunger for 
wannth and affection. And this 
hunger is much more difticuU to 
quench than the hunger for a piece 
ofbread." 

Mother Teresa was bom Agnes 
Goin.\ha Bejaxhiu to Albanian 
parents in Skopje, in what was then 
Serbia, on August 27. 1910. 

At the age of 1 8 she became a 
Loretto nun, hoping to work at the 
order's Calcutta mission. 

She was sent to Loretto Abbey 
in Dublin and fiorn diere to India 
to b^in her novitiate and teach 
geography at a convent school in 
Calcutta. 

She said her divine call to work 
amcmg the poor came in 1 946. Af 
ter training as a nurse with Ameri- 
can missionaries, she opened her 
first Calcutta Slum school in 1 949. 

She took die name Teresa, after 
France’s Saint Therese of the child 
Jesus. In mainly Hindu India, she 
was simply "mother". 

Mother T^esa set up her first 
home for die dying in a Hindu rest 
house in Calcutta after she saw a 
penniless woman turned away by a 
efty hospital. 

Named "Nrrmal Hriday" (ten- 
der heart), itwas the first ofaChain 
of 1 50 homes for dying and desti- 
tute people, admitting nearly 
18,000 a year. 

Her missionaries of charity, a 
Roman Catholic religious order 
she founded in 1949, now runs 
about 300 homes for unwanted 
children and the destitute in India 
and abroad. 

In 1994, a British television 
documentary called the myth 
around Mother Teresa a mixture of 
"hyperbole and credulity". 

Roman Catholics around the 
world rose to her defense. 


Clinton Combines Vacation,

AUSTRALIA 
(AFP) - President Bill Clinton yes- 
terday called on the world to pro- 
tect the environment, as he visited 
a rain forest, the great b^ier reef 
and came face-to-face with a kaiv- 
garoo. 

Clinton is spending a two-day 
Vacation in this northeastern Aus- 
tralian town before heading for 
Manila where he will attend next 
week's Asia-Pacific Economic 
Cooperation summit.

At a 
midday talk at a port Douglas 
beach-side park, Clinton appealed 
• before an audience of several huiv 
dred for the International Commu- 
nity to protect the planet's natural 
resources. 

With the waters of the Pacific as 
background, he emphasized the 
need to safeguard coral reefs from 
the threats of pollution and de- 
structive fishing methods.

A/ Gore, Clinton has made the en-

The Dearborn Heights site in- 
cludes a 1,000-seat auditorium, 
media center for live broadcasts, 
library, classrooms, parking lots 
and two homes adjacent to the 
property, now occupied by Detroit 
World Outreach pastors. 

"Isiam is the fastest ^wing re- 
ligion in the Unired States and 
needs to be explained for all who 
think it's a foreign phenomenon," 
said Elahi. 

In reality, most Muslims who 
live in the United States are bom 
and raised here, so Islam is an 
American reality, not something 
foreign.

Elahi said. 

Elahi said a few hundred mem- 
bers participate in prayer at the 
mosque each week, and more at 
special occasions and various 
times during the year. 

The mosque has moved some 
ftinctlons to its ftiture home and 
plans to transfer others before 
June. Members held their first 
board meeting in the new sur- 
roundings early this month. 

"Pm pleased with the under- 
standing between the two 
churches, the feeling of friend- 
ship." said Elahi. 

"(3ur joint occupancy is another 
opportun ity to celebrate our close- 
ness and how much we believe in 
the same values and are against the 
same problems. 

"When it comes to the issues of 
life, standards and values, we're 
pretty close together,” he said. 

The Islamic House of Wisdom 
completed the SI. 7-million deal in 
October with no outside financial 
support. 

Elahi would like to adapt the 
building to an Islamic architec- 
tural s^le. but said working on es- 
tablishing a full-time school is a 
higher priority. 

A native of Iran who came to 
the United States five years ago, 
Elahi began studying religion ai 
age 12 and majored in theology 
and social studies at Tehran Uni- 
versity. 

"Although I'm concerned about 


things affecting Muslims all over 
the world, our focus is problems of 
the community, especially the 
young generation," said Elahi, 
"and concerns about the future — 
how to educate them to be strong 
and good citizens for the family of 
human beings, to feel responsible, 
take things seriously and represent 
values of their faith." 

The imam wants to aUeyiate 
misunderstanding and mistrust of 
the religion by providing informa- 
tion to non-Muslims. 

"We plan to address that prob- 
lem. and show that Islam is a relig- 
ion of understanding and 
rationality, a religion of love and 
friendship. 

"People need to ieam about cul- 
tures. The problem is ignorance. 
Sometimes we don't know one an- 
other, and then some people come 
to realize they have embraced Is- 
lamic values for years." 

The mosque has occupied its 
Dearborn location since its break 
in April 1995 from the Islamic 
Center of America, north of Dear- 
bon on Joy Road in Detroit 

Elahi is plaiming a Dec. 15 re- 
ception at the Chase Road build- 
ing to help raise funds for the 
move. 

Formerly known as Fairlane 
Christian Assembly, Detroit 
World Outreach is an Assembly of 
God church, part of the Pentecostal 
movement that arose early in the 
century. The church is distin- 
guished by belief tangible mani- 
festations of the Holy Spirit such 
as speaking in tongues and healing.

Cambodia to 
Reward 
Khmer Rouge 
Who Helped 
_Briton 

PHNOM PENH. (Reuter) - The 
Cambodian government is ready to 
reward rebel defectors said to have 
helped British mine clearance ex- 
pert Christopher Howes and his in- 
terpreter escape from Khmer 
Rouge captivity, a top official said 
on Friday. 

"We are ready to rew'ard them 
after their arrival because they not 
only defected bur also accom- 
plished the major achievement of 
bringing the foreign mine clearer," 
Co-Defense Minister Tea Banh 
told Reuters. 

The minister, who did not say 
what form or amount the reward 
wou Id take, was referring to guards 
and dissident guerrillas who 
helped Howes, 36. and his inter- 
preter Houn Hourth, 30, esc^ 
earlier this month from Aniong 
Veng, the northern stronghold of 
the hardline Khmer Rouge loyal to 
Pol Pot. 

The two men were abducted by 
armed men on March 26. 

Reports of their whereabouts 
and captors had been sketchy but 
the government believed they were 
in Khmer Rouge hands. 

Tea Banh said Howes’ Khmer 
Rouge companions, reportedly 
151 fighters, including 11 guards 
and a divisional commander, 
would also be inducted into the 
Royal Cambodian armed forces. 

Lieutenant General Nhiek Bun 
Chhay. who has been leading Che 
operation to bring Howes back to 
Phnom Penh, told reporters a heli- 
copter was at Phnom Penh's mili- 
tary airport to fetch Howes from 
the central province of Kompong 
Tliom. 

The armed forces deputy chief 
of staff has said the two men were 
expected to arrive in the Cambo- 
dian capital later on Friday. 

The Khmer Rouge hardliners, 
through their nominal Leader 
Khieu Samphan, had denied in- 
volvement in the abduction. 

The outlawed group, which 
ruled Cambodia by terror in the 
late 1970s, reneged on a U.N.- 
brokered 1991 peace pact and 
started fighting the coalition gov- 
ernment that emerged from 1993 
polls.

Ponting Quick to Punish 
West Indies Pace Men 


BRISBANE, AUSTRALIA (.AFP) 
- Ricky Ponting tamed West Indies 
lethal pace attack Friday to give 
Australia the initiative on the open- 
ing d^ of foe first test here. 

Ponting failed to get his maiden 
test century, falling for 88, but 
Steve Waugh and Ian Healy took 
Australia to 282 for five at the end 
of foe day. 

Waugh and healy put on an un- 
beaten sixth wicket stand of 86 in 
94 minutes to deny West Indies 
after skipper Courtney Walsh had 
udten two wickets in two balls to 
have Australia wobbling at 1 96 for 
five. 

Steve Waugh left foe field un- 
beaten on 48 with Healy on 47 not 
out. 

But Ponting, who turns 22 next 
month and filling the number three 
spot held by his illustrious fellow 
Tasmanian David Boon, was Aus- 
tralia's star on day one. 

He cracked 10 boundaries and 
hooked a six in his lively 208-min- 
ute innings. 

Ponting, who scored 96 and 71 
against Sri Lanka last summer, 
again missed out on a cherished 
maiden lest century. He attempted 
to pull Kenny Benjamin only to 
give an easy catch to Walsh at mid- 
on about 20 minutes before tea. 

"1 felt prett>- sick when I came 


off, realizing th^ foene was still 
two hours and a bit to bat, but Heals 
and Steve have consolidated really 
well so that makes me a bit better," 
Ponting said. 

"I'm still not batting great by 
any means, but my feet are moving 
better than they did in India last 
month and the longer 1 batted today 
foe better I felt. It's just time in foe 
m iddle I need to get back to perfect 
again." 

Ponting decided that batting 
positively was the best policy to 
adopt against foe Curtly Ambrose- 
Walsh pace menace. 

"That's the best way to play 
these guys, they tend to get on top 
when they're at you all the time 
and things are going their way and 
I've always said that wherever I bat 
1 would play my natural game." 

Walsh finisfaed tfaeday the tour- 
ists' best-performed bowler wifo 
3-69 off 22 overs, soaring Austra- 
lian counterpart Mark Taylor for 
43, Mark waugh for 38 and Mi- 
chael Bevan a ftrst-ball duck.
